Tojo's Cabinet Out 


as Result of Many 
Japanese Reverses 


Another General 
and 


Admiral Ordered to 


Form Government

Premier General Hideki Tojo, 


who led Japan into war against 
America and Britain and had been 
virtual dictator for two and a half 
years, 'has fallen with his entire 
cabinet and Tokyo announced to- 
day that Emperor Hirohito had or- 
dered, another general and an ad- 
miral to'form a new government 
"in cooperation." 


Hirohito's mandate was given 


General Kuniaki Koiso. governor 
general of' Korea, and Admiral 
Mitsumasa Yonai, premier in 1910, 
two of the most powerful leaders 
of the fighting services. 
Tokyo 


broadcasts said completion of the 
new cabinet was expected tonight 
or early tomorrow (Tokyo time). 


The choice indicates there will 


be no fundamental departure from 
the principle of military rule. Both 
Koiso and Yonai have been known 
as aggressive proponents of Japa- 
nese expansion. 


The designation of two men Is 


unprecedented and signifies a de- 
termination to combine all ele- 
ments of the army and navy in a 
government to cope with the ac- 
knowledged peril of defeat by the 
United States and its- allies. 


Announcements of Tojo's 
fall 


and the choice of his successors 
came in a series of'broadcasts re- 
corded by the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission and the Asso- 
ciated Press. 


Sequel to Defeats 


The ousting of Tojo was a se- 


quel to the series of defeats cli- 
maxed by the loss of Saipan July 
10. bringing American 
air and 


naval power within a few hours' 
bomber flight 
of the Japanese 


homeland and confronting the em- 
pire with what Tojo himself called 
an unprcccdcntcdly great national 
cri.sis." 


His fall constitutes one of the 


most 
drastic governmental up- 


heavals of the second World War. 
since his position generally had 
been considered abroad similar to 
that of Hitler in Germany and 
Mussolini in Italy. 


Domc». the official news agency, 


indicated that Tojo had fought a 
losing battle for the past week to 
maintain his power. 
One of the 


problems facing- him. said Domci. 
was the necessity of "enlisting 
capable men in his cabinet, and 
renovating the cabinet structure." 
He held a scries of meetings with 
senior statesmen but failed and 
thereupon collected the resigna- 
tion"; of all his ministers and pre- 
sented them to the Emperor Tues- 
day.

Marquis Koicho Kido. lord keep- 
er of th<> privy seal. 


rropagandi'M. Quits 


Eiji Air.au. described by the

TOJO cabinet." Dom«M'said. N'aoki 
Hoshino. the cabinet's chief secre- 
tary, and Ecichi-Monyama. direc- 
tor of'lhc legislative bureau, also 
quit. 


Designation of Koi?o and Yonni 


to select a government apparently 
was an outgrowth of conferences 
which Tokyo earlier said Kido had 
held with many senior Japanese 
statesmen. •

The 8S-year-old Carter.- often 
described by his friends as the 
American Dreyfus, died of pneu- 
monia Tuesday without, having 
succeeded, in setting- aside a court 
martial verdict in 1899 convicting 
him of defrauding the government 
in ^letting contracts for several 
rivers and harbors improvements. 
Dismissed from the Army, Carter 
was fined 55,000. and sentenced to 
I/eavenworth prison for five years. 
; The case was the subject of 27 
rulings in federal courts and was 
before the United States Supreme 
Court four .times. . . ... 


The case of Carter" made front 


page headlines in 1899 and 1900, 
shocked society 
in Washington 


and Londor. and inspired comment 
and controversy that endured for 
upwards of forty years.

He had • graduated 
from West'Point in 1S80 with 'an 
all-time scholastic record, second 
only to that of Robert E. Lee. The 
No. .2 man in that 18SO list was 
George W. Gocthals; destined to 
build the Panama Canal. 


Carter lived up to his West 
Point record and in iSSljwas de- 
tailed to Savannah; Ga.. as assist- 
ant to the district engineer.

His succes- 
sor at Savannah reported evidence 
of-fraud in connection with con- 
tracts which Carter had let. " A 
court martial was instituted in 
1898 and its verdict swept the 
army's out-standing engineer' from 
the Court of St. James to a cell in 
Leavenworth. . The sentence read: 


•"Accused .to be dismissed from 
the service of the United States, 
to. suffer a fine of S5.000. to be 
confined at hard labor for five 
yeafs; and the crime, punishment, 
name and place of abode of the 
accused came, or where he usu- 
ally resides". 
, • Prejudiced Court. Claimed 
Carter served his sentence and 
spent the rest of his life in a 
struggle for 
vindication. 
From 


the time he surrendered his sword 
he contended ho was the victim of 
a miscarriage of justice, claiming 
he had incurred the enmity cf 
powerful politicians by his refusal 
to recommend , Nicaragua . over 
Panama as. the 'site of the canal.' 
"Members of the court, martial 
were so selected as to insure the 
conviction of the accused, -regard- 
less of the evidence", he said.

Just to shatter another postwar 


drea:n. the world of tomorrow is 
going to look very much like the 
world of yesterday, at least us far 
as most consumer goods arc con- 
cerned. 
This isn't just our bilious opin- 


ion of the moment. It's the con- 
sensus of experts, and they have 
some good reasons, it would take 
a Hollywood press agent to ex- 
press our past three years' prog- 
ress in the proper way. But that 
is war progress. 
To convert this 


progress to peacetime goods, to 
get it off the drawing boards and 
into our homes, is going to tnkc 
time.
